ammonia with a mineralizer comprising a Group I azide in a pressurized reaction vessel 
to form a, a supercritical ammonia-containing solution comprising an ion of a Group I 
element; dissolving a gallium-containing feedstock at a dissolution temperature and 
pressure condition under which the gallium feedstock dissolves in the supercritical 
ammonia-containing solution; and wherein the crystallization temperature and pressure 
condition is determined using a temperature coefficient of solubility and a pressure 
coefficient of solubility of the gallium-containing nitride to be crystallized.
